He also stated that he had come 
up to Sacramento with former 
Deputy Sheriff Josephs of Mar- 
tinez and another man. However, 
after Assistant Prosecutor John 
son had talked with him = during 
the recess, he asked the court re 
porter to read what he had testi- 
fied on that point. Vhen he with- 
drew the testimony saying he had 
come in a separate car’ and met 
them after arrival. Further ques- 
{toning revealed he came with 
Mr. Weeks of the Balfour, Guth- 
rie Co, a British firm with huge 
agricultural holdings in California. 
This was the firm that the work- 
ers around Brentwood had _ partic 
ularly protested in their strikes.

Next witness called by the pros: 
ecution was J. M. Josephs, for- 
mer deputy sheriff of Contra Cos- 
to County, unemployed isince the 
last elections. He testified having 
heard speeches by Caroline De- 
cker and Pat Chambers. He like- 
wise claimed there was no. dis- 
satisfaction among workers, only 
disturbances caused by agitators. 
He accused pickets of “loud and 
unusual noises by tumultuous con: 
duct.” 

His description of the notorious 
police: vigilante strike - breaking 
violence of last year when four: 
teen workers were arrested, 200 
others herded into a stockade and 
many driven out of the County, 
became a story of charitable aid 
on the witness stand.

He 
stened the warrant for arrest of 
Pat Chambers on C. S. charges 
at the time of the cotton strike, 
and Chambers was stbsequently 
acquitted Lhe evidence brought 
against him at that time so ob- 
viously framed that even a jury of 
ranchers could not find hi m guilty.

ALUMINUM 
Aluminum divides honors with 
iron and steel and copper as one 


of the most important of the in- 


dustrial metals and consequently 
a necessary war product. The 
aluminum industry has been the 
foundation of one of the vreatest 
monopolies in. the United States 
—that of the Mellon family. he 
production of aluminum on a 
profitable basis requires a nearly 
complete monopoly. Aluminum 1s 


that industry that probably 1s most 
typical of what th¢ apologists for 
American capitalism are fond of 
referring to as “vertical” indus- 
tries. - 
The aluminum trust starts with 
a fairly complete monopoly of 
hydroclectric power in those areas 
where aluminum is produced. The 
manufacturing process is mainly 
electrical and chemical. Cheap 
hydroelectric power, contrary to 
the opinion held by vulgar econ- 
omists, not the control of the 
basic materials from which ahr 
minum is produced, is the foun 
dation of the aluminum mongpoly. 
The cheapest and, therefor, the 
most profitable production of alu 
minum can be obtained only 


through the control and use: of 
hydroelectric power. 
The raw material from which 


aluminum is produced is bauxite 
clay. The chief sources of, supply 
are in the Southern States, in what 


is called the Piedmont District. 
# Mellon Monopoly. 
The Mellon interests acquired 


both the hydroelectric rights (their 
relations with the Duke Electric 
Power Comany and other local 


irtterests), and the natural bauxite 
deposits. 
At the same time because of 


the undeveloped character of the 
labor: movement ‘in. ‘the 
South and the division of the 
labor movement there traditional- 
ly as a result of racial prejudices 
generated and carefully maintain- 
ed as far as possible by the South- 
ern ruling class, they had ‘ayail-

# Machine Gun Radiator. 


Perhaps a better idea of. the 
practical military uses of aluminum 
can be gathered from another 
concrete example: The Lewis Ma- 
chine Gun, rated by many military 
experts as the most efftcient ma- 
chine gun developed during the 
World War, had a radiator, similar 
in purpose to the automobile radi- 
ator, that surrounded the barrel. 
The military value of this devi-e 
is seen when it is recalled that 
most heavy German maciune guns 
used a water and hose device for 
cooling their barrels. It was often 
possible for the allied forces to lo- 
cate a heavy German machine gun 
emplacément merely by spotting 
the jets of steam arising as a re- 
sult of this method of cooling,

sary metals for the manufacture 
of gas masks during the World 
War. Pure sheet aluminum was 
1Sed for the rims of the eye-glasses 
in the masks.

American factories to redesign 
and construct the dies for artillery 
shells, machines) and other sup- 
plies. It was necessary to make 
this. equipment out of hard rub- 
ber, brass and other materials so 
that the necessary, amount of alir 
minum for eyeglass rims and gas 
masks could be had.

continuation of politics by other 
means.” In the present imperial- 


ist epoch monopoly capitalism and 
its government deliberately desigu 
industry for war purposes. , 
& “Nose” of Shrapnel. — 

_If, for example, industrial prac- 
tice is to make the “nose” of a 
shrapnel fuse of aluminum during 
so-called peace, by using an alu 
minum dre, when war breaks out, 
and the supply of aluminim should 
for any reason like that—cited 
above—become short or irregular, 
the entire mechanics of the shtap- 
nel fuse ‘must be redesigned. This_ 
in turn means that the entire ma- 
chinery for making shrapnel fuses 
must be redesigned in order to 
use other methods. Again, this 
means that the dies and tools for 
making the machinery for making 
shrapnel fuses has to be re 
designed, 

This sounds very complicated 
but it is exactly what happens in 
modern industry organized for 
war when a subetitute has to be 
fourrl under certain emergency 
conditions for some basic. natural 
resource or chemical product, so 
forth. ; 

As the example of what a 
change from the use of aluminum 
in shells:to that’ of some other 
metal would mean’ in terms. of 
added. demands on ‘industry, it is 
necessary only to point out that 
such a substitution would change 
What military experts call the “‘bal- 
listics” of the projectiles affected, 
since any change in its weight and 


balance affects the trajectory and_ 


range. :
